Help us bring our 
gentle giant home

THE family of a young dad who died 
last weekend are desperately trying to 
raise enough funds to bring his body 
home to Ireland. 

Kevin Kelly, who lived in Luton, died 
after an altercation in Upper George 
Street just after 5am on Sunday, May 1. 

A 23-year-old man was arrested in 
connection with the incident and has 
been bailed on suspicion of manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

Now his family has joined forces in a 
bid to raise the cash needed to return 
him to Ireland - and also set up a college 
fund for his five-year-old son Gerrard. 

Pierce Kelly, Mr Kelly’s cousin who set 
up the crowd-funding site, said the 
entire family had been left ‘devastated’ 
by his sudden death. 

He said: “He was just a gentle giant. 
He’d do anything for anyone and it’s 
devastating that this would happen to 
him. It’s been so hard to take for the 
whole family. 

“He was a real family man.” 

The crowdfunding page was well over 
half way to the target of £10,000 on 
Friday, just three days after it was set up. 

Paying tribute to the 27-year-old plas¬ 
terer, a spokesman for the family said: 
“We are devastated by the loss of Kevin. 
He touched so many people’s lives and 
was loved by everyone. His cheeky smile 
will never be forgotten. 


“Kevin was a loving family man who 
adored his son. He worked hard his 
whole life and we were all so proud of 
him when he started his own plastering 
company. 

“Our lives have been torn apart by 
Kevin’s death and we would ask that 
people respect our privacy at this diffi¬ 
cult time. 

“Kevin’s father, two brothers, four sis¬ 
ters, partner, son, two nieces and three 
nephews, all of which adored him, 
would like to thank everyone for their 
support and condolences.” 

Mr Kelly was originally from 
Skeoughvosteen, a small village in 
Kilkenny, and played for Black & Whites 
Gaelic Athletics Association during his 
teenage years. 

He had made Luton his home and 
started a business here after moving to 
the area three years ago with his partner 
Symone Sangha and five-year-old son 
Gerrard. 

Pierce Kelly added: “He had four broth¬ 
ers and two sisters back home; most of 
his family are back in Kilkenny. 

“We also want to secure a bit of money 
for his son, for a college fund or some¬ 
thing similar.” 

Bedfordshire Police continue to appeal 
for witnesses to get in touch.

New PCC 
will create 
police hubs 


NEWLY elected Police and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) Kathryn Holloway has named bringing 
more frontline policing her number one priority. 

Speaking after the result was announced on 
Friday, Ms Holloway promised to support 
Bedfordshire Police in introducing seven com¬ 
munity police hubs across the county, in areas 
that need a more visible police presence. 

She told LoS\ “I’m planning to meet with 
Deputy Chief Constable Mark Collins as soon 
as possible to negotiate the opening of these 
hubs. Each hub will contain a team headed by 
a police sergeant, with a mixture of officers, 
special constables and PCSOs. 

“Aside from a more visible police presence, 
this will allow Bedfordshire Police to attain 
greater intelligence from communities which 
were previously neglected.” 

The Conservative candidate ousted Labour’s 
Oily Martins from the role after the election on 
Thursday, tallying 47,397 votes to 44,514 after 
second preferences were taken into account.

‘Assault’ 
sergeant 
kicked out 
of the force 


A SERGEANT has been dismissed 
after being convicted of assault. 

Sergeant Michael Pinsent was 
found to have breached stand¬ 
ards of professional behaviour at 
a special case hearing at 
Bedfordshire Police HQ on 
Wednesday. 

A finding of discreditable con¬ 
duct which amounted to gross 
misconduct was upheld at the 
hearing. 

He had been convicted of com¬ 
mon assault following a trial at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court in 
January. 

The incident occurred off duty 
and at the time he was fined a 
total of £1,700 which included 
court costs and compensation to 
the victim. Sergeant Pinsent was 
dismissed without notice. 

In a separate incident last 
month, two Bedfordshire Police 
officers were sacked after a 
hearing found they had commit¬ 
ted gross misconduct when 
dealing with autistic man Faruk 
AM in Luton in 2014.

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No drugs fear in 
police cell death

A MAN who died in a police 
cell after taking a large 
amount of drugs was 
searched for 22 seconds, an 
inquest has heard. 

Istiak Yusufs body was 
discovered at Luton Police 
Station in June last year after 
he was arrested over an 
assault allegation. 

On Wednesday, Ampthill 
Coroner’s Court heard from 
the police officer who took 
Mr Yusuf from his Luton flat 
to custody. 

When asked if he had any 
concerns the 25-year-old was 
concealing drugs, PC Steve 
Hunt said: “None. None at 
all.” 

Mr Hunt told the court he 
had carried out a search, 
which lasted for 22 seconds, 
after Mr Yusuf had put a pair 
of jeans on over his shorts. 

Another officer, named as 
PC Bravo, had also previously 
searched Mr Yusuf in a hold¬ 
ing cell when he was wearing 
just shorts. 

The court heard police 
officers had also failed to 
check on Mr Yusuf on time,

despite requesting he be 
checked every half an hour 
instead of every hour as he 
was ‘intoxicated’. 

Mr Yusuf was placed into 
his cell at 9.41am and checked 
on at 10.02am, 10.29am, 

10.48am, 11.22am and finally 
at 11.54am, when the alarm 


was raised. The final two 
checks were overdue by four 
and two minutes respect¬ 
ively. 

Diane Jones, the detention 
officer who made the final 
two checks on Mr Yusuf, said: 
“At 11.22am I looked in and 
saw Mr Yusuf was looking 
upwards with his eyes open. 

“I thought he was awake.” 

She then moved on to carry 
out other checks. 

On the final check, she 
added: “I noticed he was in 
the same position, so I looked 
for a response. 

“There was none, so I raised 
the alarm and then entered 
the cell.” 

She also noted he was 
sweating and paler than 
during the previous check. 

When she was quizzed by 
Fiona Martin, the advocate 
for Mr Yusuf’s family, over 
the penultimate check, she 
said she did not check if Mr 
Yusuf was breathing as 
seeing his eyes open, she 
thought he was awake. 

Ms Jones also maintained 
he was not sweating during 
the 11.22am check. 

The inquest is expected to 
conclude by Wednesday. 


Row over election leaflets 



AN investigation into an elec¬ 
tion leaflet by former Police 
and Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins has been dropped. 

Toni Bugle {pictured), the 
English Democrats’ candi¬ 
date, had made an official 
complaint about the leaflet 
posted to thousands of 
households in Luton from the 
Labour candidate, who lost 
the position to Conservative 
candidate Kathryn Holloway 
on Friday. 

In the document Mr Martins 
says Ms Bugle is ‘cut from the 


same cloth’ as the English 
Defence League and labelled 
the party ‘Islamophobic’. 

Ms Bugle said the leaflet 
was part of a campaign of 
‘cheap shots’ but Mr Martins 
was ‘very confident’ that no 
election rules had been bro¬ 
ken. 

Bedfordshire Police con¬ 
firmed on Thursday it had ‘no 
issues’ with the A3 leaflet. A 
spokesman said: “The litera¬ 
ture and complainant’s com¬ 
ments have been reviewed 
and no offences were found.”

Man admits trying to 
murder newsagent

A HOMELESS man has 
admitted trying to kill a 
widowed shopkeeper in the 
same spot where her 
husband was stabbed to 
death nearly seven years ago. 

Polish-born Tomasz 
Jaworksi, 30, pleaded guilty to 
the attempted murder of 
Nirupa Patel, 56, who was 
stabbed on Christmas Eve 
2015 at Moon’s Newsagents in 
Luton. 

She was lucky to survive 
after she was slashed in the 
face during the horrific 
ordeal. 

Jaworksi appeared at Luton 
Crown Court on Wednesday 
via a video link from Bedford 
Prison. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
causing actual bodily harm to 
two other people at the same 
time. 

The painful memories of 
Nirupa’s own trauma along 
with the murder of her 
husband Jashbhai in 2009 in 
the same spot forced the Patel 
family to give up their 
beloved business of 33 years. 

Jashbhai, 59, was stabbed 
eight times in the doorway of

the newsagents by Richard 
Dettmer who was jailed for 
life in December 2009. 

Speaking two months after 
the attack on Nirupa, her 
daughter Jaina, a HR advisor, 
said: “It’s almost like history 
has repeated itself. 

“We never got over the first 
incident and to be put back in 
that position is awful. 


“It was six years ago since 
we reopened the shop and I 
don’t think we slept properly 
knowing it might happen 
again. 

“So when this phone call 
came through about my mum 
I felt numb knowing we’ve 
lost one parent like that and 
knowing it might happen 
again. 

“We took the decision to 
reopen six years ago but now 
we have stepped back for our 
safety and sanity. 

“For mum there is not only 
the physical effects of what 
happened to her, but also the 
emotional trauma with what 
happened to dad. 

“I nearly lost two parents 
because of stupid individuals 
who think it is ok to attack 
shopworkers for nothing. 

“That shop was our lives for 
33 years and now it’s gone.” 

Judge Richard Foster 
adjourned sentencing for 
psychiatric and pre-sentence 
reports. 

He said: “I want the report 
to address psychological and 
dangerousness issues.” 

Judge Foster remanded 
Jaworksi, of no fixed address, 
in custody and he is due to be 
sentenced on June 22.

Pamela Birch 


The history of a borough 


Pamela Birch, service manager 
for Bedfordshire Archives and 
Records Service, looks back on 
140 years of Luton as a 
borough in this two-part blog 
entry. This week, she looks at 
the growth of industry and the 
changes this saw in the town 
in the 19th century... 



FEBRUARY 2016 marked the 
140th anniversary of Luton 
becoming a borough. 

Of course the borough that 
Luton is now is not the same 
as in 1876. 

This is not only to be 
expected but to be 
welcomed because the 
borough and the town have 
grown in strength and adapt¬ 
ed to change, as its motto 
suggests, due to knowledge 
and industry. 

Before being incorporated 
as a municipal borough in 
1876 the town had been run 
by a number of different 
organisations—the church 
vestry had civil responsibili¬ 
ties, the poor law union 
board of guardians looked 
after the poor and sick, the 
board of health regulated 
those things that might be 
dangerous and harmful, and 
the school board made 
provision for educating the 
people. 

Alongside these boards, 
and sharing many of the 
same worthy gentlemen of 
the area, were companies 
which provided water, gas 
and a town hall. 

These organisations did a 
good job but lacked coordi¬ 
nation and as the town grew 
so did the feeling that having 
borough status would bring 
something more to the town. 

Once the borough charter 
was received the officers of 
the board of health, which 
had bought the town hall 
from the Town Hall Company 
the year before, became the 
officials of the borough. 

The first elections to the 
council were held in May 
1876 and with the first 
mayor also being the chair of 


the school board, things got 
underway. 

Within a year the town 
boasted its own justices of 
the peace, a police force and 
a chamber of commerce. 

The town continued to 
grow and the chamber of 
commerce were keen to 
attract new industries, which 
would prevent the town 
being too reliant on the hat 
industry. 

The council came up with 
the idea of making electricity 
that was the cheapest in the 
country as one of the town’s 
selling points. 

This, coupled with other 
advantages such as the rail¬ 
way and the availability of 
labour, brought heavy indus¬ 
tries to the town. 

Many, such as Hayward 
Tyler and Vauxhall, moved 
from established premises 
elsewhere. 

Other industries, such as 
Laportes, and the British 
Gelatine Works moved in to 
support the hat industry but 
stayed as other sides of their 
business developed. 

There were of course also 
home grown companies such 
as George Farr’s specialist 
machine company. 

This blog entry will contin¬ 
ue next week, when it looks 
at the impact more jobs had 
on the town, including an 
increased population and the 
need for more schooling. 

Bedfordshire Archives and 
Records Service is holding a 
talk on Thursday, May 26 at 
1pm about the history of 
Luton, tying in with the exhi¬ 
bition running until June 29. 

Both are held at the 
Riverside Building, Borough 
Hall, Bedford.

School left ‘insecure’ 
after inspection row

A FAITH school criticised by 
Ofsted for ‘segregating’ male 
and female staff has hit back 
at the watchdog claiming 
goalposts keep changing 
during inspections. 

Luton On Sunday last week 
reported Ofsted chief inspec¬ 
tor Sir Michael Wilshaw had 
written to education secre¬ 
tary Nicky Morgan regarding 
a ‘dividing’ screen that sepa¬ 
rated staff at the Muslim 
Rabia Girls’ and Boys’ School 
depending on their gender. 

He went on to say that the 
school was actively under¬ 
mining ‘British values’. 

But the Rabia Education 
Trust, which runs the school 
sites on Dunstable Road 
and Portland Road, 
has said it feels 
‘insecure’ because 
of what it claims 
are inconsisten¬ 
cies during the 
inspections 
which took place 
last month. 

In a letter of their own 
to Mrs Morgan, the Trust 
said: “We feel extremely 
disheartened and insecure 
about the fact that the goal¬ 


posts are not clear and keep 
changing as all parties 
involved: Ofsted inspectors, 
the school and parents 
are unsure about 
what constitutes 
going against 
fundamental 
British values. 

“This is evident 
by the fact that the 
previous inspec¬ 
tors and those on 
April 12 didn’t fail us on 
the screen issue during the 
inspection days. 

“They came back to fail us 
on April 19 after their senior 


managers and HM Chief 
Inspector Sir Michael 
Wilshaw challenged them 
about the issue, as they 
explained to us when they 
came back to our school.” 

In the letter they went on to 
say that the school was being 
‘unfairly targeted’ and 
‘harassed’. 

The school was referred to 
the Equality and Human 
Rights Commission by the 
Department for Education. 

Bosses last week vowed to 
‘end the school’s practice of 
segregating male and female 
staff’.

Jo Sale, a senior lecturer in 
mental health and nursing at 
the university, said: “We aim 
to reach out to local commu¬ 
nities to improve their mental 
health and wellbeing, whilst 
also reducing stigma and 
promoting an understanding 
of mental health.” 


The courses will be deliv¬ 
ered by university staff and 
students, as well as staff from 
the Trust which delivers 
mental health services across 
the county as Bedfordshire 
and Luton Mental Health and 
Wellbeing Services. 

Diane Hull, deputy director 
of nursing and recovery for 
Luton and Bedfordshire 
Mental Health and Wellbeing 
Services, added: “The 

Recovery College will help 
change attitudes about men¬ 
tal health and offer an open 
door to anyone who wants to 
learn new skills that can make 
the day-to-day challenges we 
all face a little easier.”

Raising a glass to 


STEPHEN PENN kicks 
off a new series about 
the businesses that 
make our county tick 


IS there anything better 
after a long day at work than 
a nice cold pint? 

It can only be topped by 
knowing that very pint was 
made in your hometown. 

The Charles Wells Brewery 
was set up in Bedford in 
1870, along with 32 pubs. 

A century later the family 
purchased the current site in 
Havelock Street, and now 
boast more than 200 pubs, 
with more than 30 brands in 
their portfolio. 

But what really goes on 
inside the brewery? I went 
along to find out. 

Led by Master Brewer 
Chris Reid, I was given a 
guided tour through the pro¬ 
cess of making beers, lagers 
and ales right from the dry 
ingredients to sampling of 
their creations. 

The basic process (watered 
down not just for you read¬ 
ers but also for me who 
struggled to keep up with 
science lessons at school) 
goes from milling their 
grains with flour, to mash¬ 
ing the ingredients in a tun 
with hot water, boiling the 
mixture and then ferment¬ 


ing it with the yeast, at a 
specific temperature. 

According to Chris this is 
around 20C for an ale and 
12C for a lager. 

Chris said: “A lot of smaller 
breweries say that the dif¬ 
ferences in each 
brew are their 
charm, but to us 
it’s science.” 

Then it is fil¬ 
tered and makes 
its way to becom¬ 
ing the beverage 
know and love, with the 
whole process taking around 
a week and a half. 

“We want every single 
batch to represent exactly 
what we want and to hit the 
mark every single time,” 
Chris added. “That is why, 


from start to finish, each 
brew is tested more than 200 
times throughout the pro¬ 
cess.” 

The factory runs 24 hours a 
day, five days a week mean¬ 
ing while the 
townspeople 
are tucked up 
in bed the 
brewery is 
still hum¬ 
ming away. 
But what 
makes it so special to 
Bedford? 

Well firstly the water is 
sourced from a local bore 
hole in Foster Hill Road, and 
the brewery has kept 
Bedford as its primary base 
for more than a century. 

This heritage is important,

WHAT CHEW DOING?: Lucha the Asian elephant gets her teeth inspected and inset, the removed molar 

Dentist gets to the root of elephant’s 
problem by removing mammoth molar 


THIS patient certainly had no trouble opening wide - 
as a dentist took a closer look at an Asian elephant 
suffering from massive toothache. 

Keepers at ZSL Whipsnade Zoo noticed that 
33-year-old female Lucha was off her food and upon 
investigation discovered a wobbly tooth had moved 
and become infected. 

Vets called upon the services of West End dental 
surgeon Dr Peter Kertesz, a specialist in zoo 
dentistry, to help the team extract the huge molar. 

Head vet at the Zoological Society of London, Nic 
Masters said: “While most people dread the idea of 
a visit to the dentist, for Lucha the elephant it was a 


relaxed experience, due to the regular training and 
close relationship she has with our keepers. 

“The keepers quickly noticed when Lucha was off 
her food, and as soon as we identified the problem 
tooth, we called upon expert zoo dentist Dr Peter 
Kertesz to help out. 

“When anaesthetizing an animal, we can’t predict 
what side they’ll lie down on, but thanks to training, 
Lucha was able to lay down on the right side, 
ensuring we could access her gum easily and 
quickly remove the tooth to get her back on her feet 
as soon as possible.”

OAP lost £9k on

A HEARTLESS conman has 
been sentenced after he 
scammed an elderly man out 
of £9,200 for building work 
that was never completed. 

Gavin McKendrick, of 
Lamers Road, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to one count of 
converting criminal property 
and one count of criminal 
damage at Luton Crown 
Court on Monday, April 25. 

The 32-year-old was 
sentenced at the same hear¬ 


ing to a 12-month Community 
and Supervision Order, 
ordered to undertake 50 
hours’ unpaid work and pay a 
victim surcharge of £100. 

Following a Thames Valley 
Police and Buckinghamshire 
and Surrey Trading Standards 
investigation, McKendrick 
was arrested on September 
23, 2015 and charged on 
December 2, 2015. 

The offences took place in 
December 2014 in Henry 
Road, Aylesbury, when 
McKendrick was involved in 
carrying out purported 


building work on a property 
belonging to a 71-year-old 
man. 

McKendrick allowed the use 
of his bank account for the 
funds that were obtained 
from the victim to be 
converted. The victim lost 
£9,200 in total. 

PC Matt Spenceley, investi¬ 
gating officer, said the work 
was never completed and 
what was fell below the stand¬ 
ard of a reputable tradesman. 

He added: “I welcome this 
sentence that has been given 
to Mr McKendrick.”

McLaren on sale for £10m 


IF you’ve got £10,000,000-plus 
burning a hole in your pocket 
then McLaren has one of the 
rarest cars in the world for sale - a 
1998 FI. 

The McLaren FI is regarded by 
many as the car which rewrote 
the supercar rule book. 

With only 64 road car examples 
built between 1993 and 1998, the 
original McLaren FI is one of the 
rarest and most highly-regarded 
models among collectors, 
enthusiasts and petrol heads. 

McLaren Special Operations 
continues to maintain and 
manage McLaren FIs globally, 
and is offering one of last - and 
what it describes as one of the 
finest examples - of this highly- 
regarded model for sale. 

The car, McLaren FI chassis 
No.069 is in factory condition, 
and has covered fewer than 2,800 
miles since new. 

Powered by a naturally-aspirat¬ 
ed mid-mounted 6.1-litre V12 
engine producing 627bhp, it 
broke the record for fastest 
production road car with a top 
speed of 242.8 mph and, more 
than 20 years on, still holds the 
title of fastest naturally-aspirated 
production road car ever built. 

During 1998, only six examples 
of the original McLaren FI were 
completed, and chassis 069 was 
the 60th model overall to be 



hand-built at the McLaren factory 
in Woking, Surrey. 

It is finished in Carbon Black 
and complemented by subtle 
detailing throughout, including a 
stealth finish to the 17-inch 
centre-locking magnesium 
wheels. 

The central driving seat - a 
characteristic of the FI - is 
finished in black and contrasting 
red leather, with the dual passen¬ 
ger seats upholstered in 


Alcantara. The supercar is UK 
registered with all UK taxes paid 
and is being offered for sale on 
behalf of a private client exclu¬ 
sively through McLaren Special 
Operations Heritage division. 

It comes with fitted luggage, a 
complete Facom titanium light¬ 
weight tool kit and Facom tool 
box, all books and literature, 
including the correct numbered 
LM Edition of the “Driving 
Ambition” McLaren FI book and 


a limited edition McLaren FI 
owner’s watch. 

A McLaren spokesman said that 
the price of the vehicle was by 
application only but would be in 
line with the value of other FIs 
sold recently - one of which went 
for more than $13,000,000 dollars 
when sold in the United States. 

Last year actor Rowan Atkinson, 
who famously crashed an FI 
twice, sold his vehicle for around 
£8 million.

The car’s cockpit-style cabin is

British car makers producing more 


CATERHAM AT THE LONDON MOTOR SHOW 


BRITISH car makers continued with strong growth in 
March with output increasing 9.8 per cent to 159,074 
units, according to figures released by the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders.The SMMT 
says that one car was produced in the UK every 16.7 
seconds in March.Demand from overseas showed the 
biggest gains, up 14.3 per cent in the month, while 
production for the home market was broadly stable, 
falling slightly by -1.4 per cent.

of 10.3 per cent. Mike Hawes, SMMT chief executive, 
said: “UK car plants were at their busiest for 12 years 
in March, with a vehicle rolling off production lines 
every 16 seconds thanks to heightened international 



demand for British-built cars. “Much will depend 
on economic and political conditions in key markets 
but, with several brand new global models starting 
production here in the first quarter alone, the 
prospects for future growth look bright.”

Miracle of the fantastic Foxes 




SORRY to add to the litany of 
articles written about this 
season’s Premier League 
champions, but there really 
is only one topic to focus on 
this week. 

This is the day after Wes 
Morgan got his hands on the 
trophy as Leicester City were 
officially crowned champi¬ 
ons, yet what they have 
achieved still hasn’t really 
sunk in, nor does it seem real. 

Before this season, the Foxes 
winning the title was some¬ 
thing that was solely the 
preserve of computer games, 
with people bragging about 
what they’ve achieved with 
them on Football Manager. 

It just shows how strange 
this season has been that 
neutrals were actually happy 
to see Chelsea score on 
Monday as Eden Hazard’s late 
equaliser against Tottenham 


sealed one of the biggest 
miracles in sporting history. 

It’s not just that Leicester 
have become English foot¬ 
ball’s first new champions 
since Nottingham Forest in 
1977/78, but the fact they’ve 
done it without breaking the 
bank. 

We allknowhowManchester 
City’s rise came about and it’s 
amazing to think that there 
are plenty of players in their 
squad that individually cost 
more than Leicester’s whole 
team combined. 

The first choice line-up 
manager Claudio Ranieri 
likes to field cost £22 million, 
which includes the players 
who came first, second and 
third in the Football Writers’ 
Footballer of the Year award. 

We all know story of Jamie 
Vardy (hell, they’re apparent¬ 
ly making a film about it), 
who cost £lm from Fleetwood 
Town, while Riyad Mahrez 
was even more of a bargain at 
£350,000. 

Then there’s N’Golo Kante, 
universally regarded as the 
bargain of the season, but he 
cost an astronomical £5.6m in 
comparison. 

I saw the indefatigable 
French midfielder in the flesh 


for the first time last week and 
he really does get everywhere 
around the pitch. He’s 25 
years old as well, how had 
non-one noticed him before? 

In guiding the Foxes to their 
first-ever league title, Ranieri 
became the third Italian 
manager to win English foot¬ 
ball’s top flight and, surely, 


no-one has seen their stock 
rise so much in a single 
season as his has this year. 

His chequered record, his 
‘Tinkerman’ reputation in 
this country and the fact his 
last job with the Greek nation¬ 
al team saw him preside over 
a home defeat against the 
Faroe Islands, led many to 


have doubts over his appoint¬ 
ment. I should know; I was 
one of them. I didn’t see the 
need to replace Nigel Pearson 
given the way Leicester 
finished last season, as they 
produced one of the greatest 
escapes from relegation. 

But Ranieri and his players 
have produced the sort of 


miracle modern football 
appears to set out to prevent. 

We’ll find out in the years 
ahead whether their triumph 
will inspire other ‘upstarts’ to 
challenge the moneyed elite. 

However, that’s probably 
not something Leicester, the 
‘fearless champions,’ will 
worry about.

Reynolds beaten but unbowed in Liverpool

JORDAN Reynolds may have lost to Ben 
Whittaker in the middleweight [75kg] final of 
the 129th England Boxing Elite National 
Championships up at the Liverpool Echo Arena 
last weekend, but he isn’t about to let the 
defeat demotivate him in any way. 

“It is what it is,” said Reynolds after Sunday’s 
fight. “I thought I’d done enough to win the 
fight. 

“The first round was probably 50/50, so could 
have gone either way, but I felt pretty good 
about what I’d done in rounds two and three, 
but that’s boxing for you. 

“The only way to be sure you win a fight is to 
stop your man; you can’t rely on the judges”. 

Luton’s Reynolds was given a bye through to 
the semi-final on Saturday morning where he 
beat Brighton student Lee Jenkins by way of 
unanimous decision. 

“I’m not sure why the quarter final didn’t go 
ahead on Friday night,” said Reynolds, “but I’d 
prepared to fight so when it didn’t go ahead I 
was disappointed. 

“I’d physically and mentally got ready. So I 


trained hard instead, made sure the weight was 
right for the next day. 

“I fought Jenkins on the Saturday morning, he 
was awkward. He ran at me from the start, I 
stopped him with a body shot in the second 
round. 

“In the third I was looking for it a bit too much 
I think, but I saw the fight out and won pretty 
comfortably.” 

Reynolds lost at the quarter-final stage last 
year, though he was seeded first in his weight 
for this year’s finals after a season that’s seen 
him win, and successfully defend, the English 
Amateur middleweight title. 

“Whittaker’s a good lad, in the GB team,” said 
Reynolds of his opponent in the final. “I had a 
game plan to get inside him - he’s 6ft 3in, he’s 
big, but I felt I’d managed to dominate the work 
rate; to be fair at times he didn’t take a forward 
step. 

“It’s disappointing, but there it is. I’ve got big¬ 
ger things on my mind. I’m waiting for the invi¬ 
tation for the GB trials. 

“That’s up in Sheffield, so I’ll now be prepar¬ 
ing for that. I took a day off after the event and 
then it was back in the gym for a shake out and 
its now business as usual.”

BOSS Nathan Jones believes Luton 
have everything in place to succeed 
next season, despite missing out on 
the play-offs this term. 

The Hatters manager saw his side 
save their best home performance till 
last as they routed Exeter City 4-1 and 
could have scored more.

IF Luton are so inclined they could 
do some roaring summer business 
if they quickly get some t-shirts 
printed up with the words: ‘I was 
there when Luton scored three in 
the first half at home’. 

They waited until the final game of 
a wretched season to net more than 
once in the first 45 minutes at home. 
They saved the best till last. 

So bad had their record been at 
Kenilworth Road that until a month 
ago they’d even gone nine straight 
games without registering before 
the break - and then this. 

Cameron McGeehan, Jack Marriott 
(twice) and Joe Pigott all struck and 
they could have had more. 

This may have been a League Two 
dead rubber but Town should mark 
this date in their diaries as their 
start-as-you-mean-to-go-on 
moment. Freedom, style and 
swagger, it was all here. 

Even when former Luton loan 
striker Jayden Stockley scored two 
minutes into the restart, Marriott 
restored the three-goal buffer, slot¬ 
ting superbly into the bottom corner 
for his 16th of a personally impres¬ 
sive campaign. He should have had a 
hat-trick, maybe even two, but 
hitting the post was as close as he 
came to the match ball. 


Still, it was the first time Town had 
fired four in the Football League 
since their return in 2014. 

Let’s first put aside this notion of 
Luton being a big club. They are, of 
that there’s no doubt, I mean more 
the sense of privilege that comes 
with all such claims, for teams at all 
levels. 

There’s still history, a large fanbase 
and now tantalisingly impressive 
off-field ambitions, courtesy of new 
stadium plans, but that doesn’t 
ensure glory. 

It may once have done but, in win¬ 
ning the Premier League title, 
Leicester have taken the rulebook 
and, not so much ripped it up and 
thrown it out of the window, as 
atomised it. Rulebook? What rule- 
book? For now, ‘impossible’ is a 
myth, a legend we used to tell our¬ 
selves. The big fish aren’t guaran¬ 
teed the big prize and David beats 
Goliath. In League Two, Luton have 
been testament to that. It will do no 
good to assume they are entitled 
anything. That will only come with 
graft and craft. 

Here they had both and this dis¬ 
mantling of Exeter, albeit in a dead 
rubber, shows that the Hatters, 
under boss Nathan Jones, can shoot 
for the stars next season. 

Yet current thinking dictates that it 
won’t be done with the chequebook, 
even with an initial £500,000 extra 
in the bank, from Andre Gray’s pro¬ 
motion to the Premier League with 
Burnley. For now though, football 
doesn’t belong to the money men, it 
has been reclaimed by the roman¬ 
tics and the dreamers. 


That’s what Luton must try to har¬ 
ness next term because up and down 
the land, none of the old arguments, 
assumptions and rhetoric for failure 
will wash anymore. 

The process has already begun and 
Jones has been saying all the right 
things since he arrived in January 
while, five months later against 
Exeter, his team finally excelled 
themselves to provide a big send-off. 


So it’s with a sense of relief that this 
campaign comes to end, but hope 
springs eternal and, in saving their 
best home performance until last, 
Town will keep the anticipation 
bubbling over the summer. 

It will be a separation eased by 
Euro 2016 and, even though some 
will swear blind they’ve always been 
into rowing and rhythmic gymnas¬ 
tics, when the Rio Olympics rolls 


around in August, it’ll be the start of 
next season that everyone wants. 

Expect, in France and Brazil, more 
tales of triumph in the face of adver¬ 
sity, more impossible dreams made 
possible, all of which must be taken 
as inspiration. 

And if, a year from now, there’s an 
open top bus parade through Luton, 
it’ll be this game and this perfor¬ 
mance that kick-started it.
